INDIANAI'OLJS, Ind., Nov. 6—A special 
from Lawrenceburg states that between 
2 and 3 o'clock this morning the steam- 
ers J. W. GaiF and Mountain Girl col- 
lided at 
Splntrock, two miles from 
Aurora, sinking the latter and carrying 
down to a watery grave seven men and 
thirty or forty horses. 
The Mountain 
Girl was leased by a portion of John 
Bobinson's show, traveling as a cheap 
priced circus and variety concern. 
It 
was exhibited at Lawrenceburg last 
night and was on its way to Rising Sun 
when the accident occurred. 
The men 
drowned were deck hands, except a young 
man, named Harrell, of Lawrenceburg, 
who was connected with the show. 


HOW IT 
HAPPENED. 


CINCINNATI, NOV. 6.—The James 
W . 
Gaff arrived this morning with the cir- 
cus people from the sunken steamer 
Mountain girl. Two men are missing and 
it is not certain they are drowned. Cap- 
tain Thompson, of Mountain girl, tells 
this story: "I started out to pilot the 
boat myself, but I was sick, having a 
kidney atiection, and could not stand at 
the wheel. 
The man, whose name is 
Smith, took my place and I sat in the 
pilot house with him. We had no trou- 
ble as the water was ample and Smith 
handled the boat all right. 
I heard the 
Gaff whistle to the left, which would put 
us on the Kentucky side of her in pass- 
ing, and I noticed that Smith answered 
properly. 
I got up and looked and 
found the boats were about to pass all 
right. 
I sat down again, when I was 
astounded to hear three shrill bi asts from 
the Gaff, which meant imminent danger. 
I sjirang to the wheel and found that the 
Mountain Girl was apparently attempt- 
ing to 
cross over 
to 
the 
Indiana 
or right side of the channel and the 
Gaff was coming at full head against her. 
I did my best to stop the engines and 
did get her, after two or three revolu- 
tions of the wheel for ])acking, when the 
blow came. 
The Gaff bow . truck us in 
front of the boilers about thirty feet from 
our bow and the crash l^roke in our hull 
so that we immediately took water. 
I 
turned the boat's head toward the Indi 
ana shore but we sank in twelve feet of 
water. 
This brought the water about a 
foot above 
the 
cabin floor. 
The 
Gaff came alongside and so far aa I know 
everybody was safely taken off and j)ut 
on the Gaff. 
I do not believe anybody 
was drowned, as there was no occasion 
for drowning unless they jumped over- 
board from fright. 
I think the two 
men missing are still with the Mountain 
Girl." 


The circus men lost ten valuable 
horses and a number of snakes. 
Their 
circus jjroperty was nearly all left on the 
on the boat and will be injured by the 
water. 


The Mountain Girl was a small up- 
river steamer, l^uilt for the Big Sandy 
trade, and owned by the Big Sandy 
Packet company, and was valued at from 
$5,000 to $8,000. 
It is thought she can 
easily be raised. 
The Gaff is not in- 
jured.

N A T U K A I . OAS. 


There is but little question that natural 
gas abounds here, if a test is made of the 
earth. 
"Natural gas is now used in the 
groat majority of the iron, steel, copper, 
brass, and other metal-working establish- 
ments, in every glass factory here, says a 
Pittsburg paper, about seventy in num- 
ber, iu all the hotels, and is coming into 
use iu all the stores, office buildings, etc. 
Manufacturers pay from $120,000 per 
year down to $1,000, guaged by the 
amount of their product, the rate being 
for iron and steel BO much per ton of 
finished material turned out. 
Of private 
consumers there are now some 1,200 
with 1,000 to 15,000 aiDplications in, and 
preparations making to supply from 20,- 
000to 12,000 dwelling houses. Rates to 
this cla.s8 of consumers are not yet fully 
regulated, a fixed sum per house being 
charged in Pittsburg, while in Alleghany 
City the rate is ten cents net per 1,000 
feet. Meters will be introduced as soon 
as they can be manufactured, giving 
consumers an opportunity to economize 
as much as they please. 
At present 
rates it costs about $100 a year for an 
ordinary dwelling, say of ten or twelve 
rooms. 
It costs about $100 to fit up a 
house of this size for the use of gas, or 
at the rate of about $12 per fireplace. 
This includes all the improved safety 
appliances and first-class fittings through- 
out. 


The cost of natural gas plant, outside 
of the royalty paid for land, is about as 
follows: For drilling Avells of average 
depth (1,350 feet) at $1.25 per foot, say 
$1,700; sis-inch pipe, including lays, 70 
cents per foot, or $6,696 per mile; eight- 
inch pipe, $1.20 per foot, $6,336 per 
mile; ten-inch $1.70 per foot, $8,376 per 
mile, twelve inch $2 per foot, $10,560 
per mile; sixteen-inch $2.40 per foot, 
$13,300 per mile; twenty-inch $3.20 per 
foot, or $16,896 per mile; twenty-four- 
inch $5 per foot, or $26,400 per mile. 
Expenditures for safety appliances, etc., 
will amount probably to 15 per cent, ad- 
ditional, so that gas-pipe line is about as 
expensive as a raiboad with steel rails, 
ballast, etc. 


The new fuel has now been in use a 
sufficient time to demonstrate several 
factfli The first of these is, that there is 
little further use for coal here. 
The 
amount of the latter displaced daily by 
the consumption of gas is about 10,000 
tons, or 250,000 thousand bushels, equal 
to the amount mined by 2,500 miners 
averagiag 100 bushels per day.

The state l)oard of health was in 
monthly session yesterday. 
Dr. C. N. 
Metcalf, who was appointed to succeed 
Dr. Elder as secretary of the board for 
his unexpired term, was re-elected for 
four years. 
The following rules were 
adopted regarding the shipment of dead 
bodies in the state: 


The tran-iportation of Ijodies of persons 
who have died from small pox, Asiatic 
cholera; tyi^hus or yellow fever is strictly 
forbidden. 


From 
November 15 to March 1, all 
oth er dead bodies may be transported 
without restriction, except those of per- 
sons who died of diphtheria, 
scarlet 
fever, typhoid fever, erysipelas or meas- 
eis, and these must be wrapped in a 
sheet thoroughly saturated with a solu- 
tion of chloride of zinc (one-half pound 
to a gallon of water) and incased in an 
antiseptic interment sack, hermetically 
sealed and placed in a coffin, which must 
be enclosed in a tight wooden 
IJOX and 
surrounded by sawdust, saturated with 
a solution of chloride of zinc, same as 
above. 


From March 1 to November 15 bodies 
of all persons not having died from dis- 
eases specified above, must, in addition 
to T)eing placed in a coffin, be inclosed 
in a hermetically sealed sack. 


No person or article which has been 
exi)osed to the contagion can accomjiany 
the body. 


Every dead body must l)e accomjianied 
l>y a physician's certificate of death and 
a certificate from the shipjúug under- 
taker, that the body has been prepared 
for transportation in accordance with the 
rules of the Indiana state board of health.
